M’Curtaln, Okla., 
March 
21.—Gov­ 
ernment mine ex perts announced here 
that 105 men undoubtedly were killed 
In the ex plosion In mine No. 2. of the 
Sans Blois Coal company, at McCur- 
tain. 
Of 116 men who were in the 
mine at the time of the ex plosion of 
gas, which was followed by a fire In 
the workings, only eleven are known 
to be alive. 
These escaped from the 
mine soon after the blast. 
The men 
missing were entombed behind tons of 
debris and could ,^ot be reached by 
rescuers. 
Of the entombed men, three were 
members of a surveying party, headed 
by W. D. Roper of McCurtin. 
Ralph 
Kenney, son of Rev. J. A. Kenney « of 
this city, was one of Roper's com­ 
panions. 
Find 20 Miners Dead. 
A systematic search of the wrecked 
toine began under the direction of gov­ 
ernment ex perts. 
By 9 o’clock four 
bodies had been recovered and 16 oth­ 
ers found. 
At that 
hour 
the 
rescuers 
had 
reached the eleventh level, but there 
their progress was retarded by a mass 
of coal, earth and twisted timbers. 
According to an official 
statement 
from the office of the Fort Smith and | 
Western 
Railway 
company, 
which 


ow ds the mine, about 
1 0 0 men were 
at work below the surface at the time. 
Whether gas or coal dust caused the 
ex plosion has not been determined. 
Eight of the men who escaped alive 
were at work in the mule stables and 
made their way out through the pas­ 
sage used for the cars. 
Flames Ro ut First Rescuers. 
Men on duty in the shafthouse ran 
from that structure when they heard ! 
the ex plosion, which was followed by 
puffs of smoke from the mouth of the 
shaft. 
Volunteers were called for to enter 
the shaft. Dozens stepped forward.

STORM DID NDT 
DELAY TRAFFIC

» Fortunately yesterday’s storm was 
not as severe as had been prophecied 
by the weather bureau and traffic con 
ditions were not seriously deranged. 
The Northwestern local trains were 
not delayed over half an hour 
at 
any time and the 
heavy 
through 
trains from the west have been com­ 
ing much nearer their schedules than 
was believed probable. The Illinois 
Central passenger trains also eom- 
batted the snow effectively and were 
not ex ceptionally late. 
By keeping a big interurban ear 
running over the city traoks all af­ 
ternoon and placing the Dix on-Ster­ 
ling cars on a two-hour schedule, the 
tracks were kept clear and traffic 
warned the men that a fierce fire was 
| was conducted satisfactorily, consid- 
ln progress below.

cause of the deadly fumes. 
Within half an hour after the ex ­ 
plosion dense clouds of black smoke 
were pouring out of the mouth of the

Wo men Weep and Pray . 
An order was issued forbidding any­ 
one to approach the mine. When news 
of this order spread the crowds in the 
vicinity of the 
mine, 
already 
grief 
stricken, showed wild manifestations 
of grief. 
Here and there 
groups 
of 
aged mothers knelt in the street and 
prayed with tremulous voice for hus­ 
bands or sons. 
Young wives 
wept, 
clung to each other in despair, some 
finally to sink ex hausted to the street, 
moaning and frantically gasping out 
the names of loved ones. 
A special train was sent from here, 
carrying

available 
doctors 
and ' 
nurses and with orders to pick up oth­ 
er doctors at Intermediate points for 
service at the mine disaster.
